Col. C h ark s K. Lush, then publisher of The C hron­ 


icle, made a careful inquiry into the m atter of La Crosse money in wild­ 


cat speculations, and after investigatigation that took him through

banks and to the gate of every avenue of investments of this sort, he 


was able to show that at a reasonably conservative estimate gold mines, 


oil stocks, horse race grafters, etc., had taken a million dollars out of La 


Crosse within two years and a ^ a lf . 
This is regrettable, because it was mostly a sheer loss of La Crosse 


money in a way that placed it in the hands of outsiders who gave noth­ 


ing in return therefor.
